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Annual Meeting sia 


Approximately 100 members participated in the Annual Meeting with 60 present in person and 40 
more present by proxy. Members reelected a director, changed the road impact fee, approved an an- 
nual budget, and responded to reports. 


Election 


A director was to be elected to replace Don Kruger, whose term was expiring. The Nominating Com- 
mittee, including Doug Barker, Mary Remensnyder, and Ken Weber, nominated two candidates for 
the position: Don Kruger and Bob McWhirter. With no additional candidates nominated from the 
floor, members reelected Don Kruger by a vote of 64 to 26. 


Change in Road Impact Fee 


The Board of Directors recommended that the membership change the road impact fee for the con- 
struction of a new home from a flat fee of $250 to $0.50 per square foot of living area (excluding 
porches, decks, and garages). After discussion established that the change applies only to new con- 
struction (including new construction after a “tear down”) and that it becomes effective on Septem- 
ber 1, 2005, members approved the change by a vote of 82 to 10. 


Annual Budget 


The Budget Committee, including Norma Keever, Don Kruger, Kaye Lockett, Jean Parker, Dave 
Schiele, Ken Weber, and Tom Wilcox, recommended to the board and the board, in turn, recom- 
mended to the membership an annual budget for fiscal year 2005-2006. The budget includes total 
income of $148,675, total operating expenses of $102,400, and total reserves of $48,500. After discus- 
sion that included a request for a clearer distinction between operating expenses and reserves and a 
clearer presentation of the proposed $25,000 expenditure from reserves to reduce the mortgage on 
the new security house, members approved the budget by a vote of 88 to 4.

The president and committee chairpersons reported on their work. Members commented on the work 
of the association.

Instead of being available in the security office 
during fixed office hours, Lynn Meyrick, Security 
Manager, will be available on call, effective Octo- 
ber 1, 2005. (Lynn and the Security Committee 
decided that this change in procedure, which 
minimizes Lynn’s work indoors, will maximize 
his work outdoors.) When you need to speak with 
Lynn, either call him to schedule a meeting or 
stop by the office if you see that he is in. Call 
Lynn at either (503) 738-0637, his regular tele- 
phone, or 738-2758, his cell phone. 


Update Your Emergency Contact Information 


Occasionally, Lynn Meyrick, Security Manager, 
needs to contact a homeowner: a door is ajar at 
your home, an unfamiliar automobile is parked in 
your driveway, a winter windstorm damages the 
roof of your home.

If you want your guests to be able to contact you 
via the Sentex directory at the gates so that you 
can open the gates for them by pressing 9 on your 
telephone, then be sure that your name is listed in 
the directory at the gates. To protect your privacy, 
Security does not list your name in the directory at 
the gates unless you request that it be listed. To 
request that your name be listed, contact Bill Bar- 
rons, Administrator, at 338-8175.

Observe the Speed Limit: 25 MPH 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines is 
25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to 
check speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed 
limit, then assessments may be levied against the 
drivers according to this schedule of fees currently 
in use by Oregon courts: 


MPH in Excess of Posted Speed Assessment 
1-10 $94. 

11-20 $141 

21-30 $237 

Over 30 $421

Association Responds to Tsunami Danger =

The Surf Pines Association is responding to the tsunami danger on the Oregon coast by offering mem- 
bers NOAA* radio receivers at cost, organizing a telephone tree, and adding to the “Visitor Gate 
Codes” card basic instructions for responding to an earthquake and the tsunami that an earthquake 
can generate. 


NOAA Radio Receivers 


At the direction of the board, the association is offering members NOAA radio receivers essentially at 
cost. The National Weather Service issues watches and warnings when a risk exists for tsunamis and 
other dangers. These announcements can be received on special NOAA radio receivers. To encourage 
members to purchase NOAA radio receivers for their homes so that the members and their families 
will be alerted to a tsunami danger, the association is purchasing the receivers in quantity and selling 
them at the reduced cost of $55. To purchase your NOAA radio receiver, contact Lynn Meyrick, Se- 
curity Manager. (No cash, please. Either pay by check or ask the association to bill you.) 


Telephone Tree 


The Security Committee is organizing a telephone tree that will be activated whenever a tsunami 
watch or warning is received. The purpose of the telephone tree is to alert the occupants of the homes 
on Ocean Drive to the tsunami watch or warning and advise them either to seek more information 
from their televisions or radios or to move immediately to high ground. In Surf Pines, Manion Drive, 
at approximately 50 feet above sea level, is high ground. As soon as the telephone tree is ready, it will 
be tested. If you live on Ocean Drive, expect a call. 


Basic Instructions on Card 


Basic instructions for responding to an earthquake and the tsunami that an earthquake can generate 
have been added to the “Visitor Gate Codes” card. When you receive this card quarterly with this 
newsletter, review the instructions with your family and post the card where you and the members of 
your family will see it frequently. 


*NOAA (pronounced like Noah) is the acronym for the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Admini- 
stration.

Security Committee Responds to Concern about Hunting send

With an increasing number of homes in Surf Pines along Sunset Lake has come an increasing concern 
about hunting elk and deer with high-powered rifles on private property east of the lake. To respond 
to this concern, the Security Committee initiated a meeting with representatives of the Oregon De- 
partment of Fish and Wildlife (ODFW) and representatives of the landowners east of the lake. 


During the meeting, the representatives of ODFW seemed reluctant to consider administrative rules 
and statutes to prohibit the use of high-powered rifles. But the landowners seemed to understand that 
the use of rifles near homes is inappropriate. A proposal to use either shotguns or muzzleloaders, both 
of which have significantly shorter ranges than rifles, was generally supported by the landowners.

As a result of the meeting, steps are being taken to obtain the voluntary cooperation of all of the land- 
owners east of the lake to (1) post their properties “No Hunting,” so that any hunters will need permis- 
sion from the owners to hunt, and (2) limit any hunters to the use of either shotguns or muzzleloaders. 
During the upcoming hunting season, the Security Committee will observe the effectiveness of volun- 
tary cooperation.
